The  enthralling  story  of  a  lioness  which 
the  author  raised  almost  from  birth  as  a  pet, 
and  later  trained  to  live  as  a  wild  animal  in 
the  forest. 

Adamson,  Joy 

Living  Free;  the  story  of  Elsa  and  her 
cubs.  RNIB,  3v. 

A  worthy  successor  to  Born  Free,  this  is  a 
delightful  account  of  the  unique  relationship 
of  a  wild  animal  and  its  young  with  human 
friends. 

Alpers,  Antony 

Dolphins;  the  Myth  and  the  Mammal. 
CPH,  gv. 

This  readable  work  incorporates  five  years 
of  the  New  Zealand  author's  research  into 
classical  mythology,  natural  history,  biology 
and  psychology.  Less  technical  than  Lilly's 
Man  and  Dolphin,  it  will  be  of  greater  in- 
terest to  the  general  reader. 

Borland,  Hal 

Dog  Who  Came  To  Stay.  CPH,  gv. 

A  dog  named  Pat  adopted  the  Borlands 
and  became  a  permanent  member  of  the 
family.  This  loving  and  detailed  account 
shows  him  as  a  real  personality,  to  be  cher- 
ished and  tenderly  recalled.  Just  as  the  book 
itself,  with  its  descriptions  of  country  living, 
it  is  not  merely  something  to  read  but  an 
actual  experience. 

Chrystie,  Frances  N. 

Pets;  a  complete  handbook  on  the  care, 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  all 
kinds  of  animal  pets.  APH,  2V. 

Includes  birds,  cats,  dogs,  fishes  and  horses; 
also,  wild  animals  as  neighbors,  and  farm 
animals.  For  grades  6-8. 

Eifert,  Virginia  L. 

Land  of  the  Snowshoe  Hare.  HP,  2V. 

Lovers  of  nature,  particularly  of  the  wild- 
erness, will  be  delighted  with  this  record  of 


a  year's  observations  in  the  northwoods 
country  of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
The  snowshoe  hare  is  important  to  the  food 
supply  of  carnivores  and  thus  to  the  whole 
balance  of  wildlife.  The  author  describes  the 
ways  of  the  animals  and  plants  around  her 
with  perceptive  appreciation. 

Kraft,  Ken 

The  Birds  and   the  Beasts   Were    There. 
CPH,  gv. 

It  wasn't  so  much  that  the  author  liked 
animals  although  he  and  his  wife  were  both 
fond  of  them.  Animals  just  seemed  to  like 
him,  and  they  kept  happening  to  him.  These 
amusing  sketches  tell  about  the  dog  who 
went  with  the  Krafts  on  their  honeymoon, 
the  white  rats  that  accompanied  them  on 
their  second  honeymoon,  and  other  assorted 
wild  life  they  have  known.  Even  nonlovers 
of  animals  will  enjoy  this. 

Maxwell,  Gavin 

Ring    of   Bright    Water.   Reader's   Digest 
Condensed  Books.  APH,  1  pamphlet. 

In  an  isolated  cottage  in  the  remote  West 
Highlands  of  Scotland,  the  author  lives  be- 
tween visits  to  London  and  expeditions  after 
literary  material.  He  writes  with  great  charm 
of  the  delights  of  this  countryside  and  the 
wild  creatures  abounding  there,  but  it  is  his 
account  of  the  two  otters  he  has  had  as  pets 
that  steals  the  show  and  makes  this  an  al- 
together captivating  book. 

Murphy,  Robert  C.  &  Amadon,  Dean 
Land  Birds  of  America.  HP,  2V. 

An  excellent  introduction  to  the  subject 
which  can  be  read  with  pleasure  by  novices 
and  indoorsmen.  Published  in  cooperation 
with  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory, this  authoritative  work  is  in  a  class  by 
itself. 

Pearson,  Ronald  H. 

A  Seal  Flies  By.  CPH,  iv. 

When  the  author,  an  Englishman,  took  up 
the  sport  of  diving  with  an  aqualung,  he 
wanted  an  animal  to  accompany  him  and 
conceived  the  idea  of  training  a  seal  to  a 


leash.  The  results  were  not  as  happy  as  in 
Ring  of  Bright  Water,  seals  being  less  easy 
to  raise  than  otters,  but  it  makes  an  engross- 
ing animal  story. 

Ryder,  Stephanie 
Blind  Jack.  CPH,  iv. 

An  Englishwoman  tells  the  story  of  her 
remarkable  accomplishment  in  caring  for  a 
blind,  sick  jackdaw  and  rehabilitating  it.  A 
trained  observer,  she  is  scientific  and  objec- 
tive and  yet  has  an  unusual  empathy  for  the 
problems  of  blindness.  In  the  end  Jack  was 
one  of  the  family,  and  the  reader  partici- 
pates fully  in  Mrs.  Ryder's  triumph. 

Seton,  Ernest  T. 

Wild  Animals  I  Have  Known.  APH,  2V. 

Eight  stories  of  animals,  faithful  to  the 
details  of  their  life  in  the  wild.  They  are  a 
wolf,  a  crow,  a  rabbit,  two  dogs,  a  fox,  a 
mustang  and  a  partridge.  For  grades  5-9. 

Teale,  Edwin  W. 

The  Golden  Throng;  a  book  about  bees. 
CPH,  2v. 

First  published  in  1940,  this  is  an  alto- 
gether absorbing  study  of  bees — their  place 
in  legend  and  literature,  their  development, 
the  history  of  research  on  them,  their  various 
kinds,  and  mainly  the  life  and  activity  of 
the  honey-bee.  Based  on  the  author's  ob- 
servation of  his  own  glass-walled  hive,  here 
is  lucid  nature  writing  at  its  best. 

Whitehead,  Stanley  B. 

Indoor  Plant  Growing.  RNIB,  2V. 

A  manual  which  clearly  states  the  details 
of  culture  and  management,  and  how  plants 
can  be  used  decoratively  in  various  rooms.

Hibben,  Frank  C. 

Digging  Up  America.  HP,  2V. 

A  wealth  of  information  on  the  ancient 
past  of  our  hemisphere  is  presented  infor- 
mally, readably  and  appealingly  by  the  pro- 
fessor of  anthropology  at  the  University  of 
New  Mexico.  This  will  make  an  excellent 
introduction  to  American  archaeology  for 
anyone  from  high  school  age  on.

Kit  Carson,  Mountain  Man.  APH,  iv. 


from  the  age  of  sixteen  to  his  days  with 
Fremont's  Oregon  expedition  and  the  Mex- 
ican wars.

Clara  Barton;   founder  of  the  American 
Red  Cross.  APH,  iv. 

A  readable  account  of  the  long  life  of  a 
pioneer  in  nursing  and  education,  who 
served  in  the  Civil  War.  For  grades  4-8. 

Buck,  Pearl  S. 

A  Bridge  for  Passing.  APH,  2V. 

While  in  Japan  at  work  on  the  filming 
of  a  book,  the  author  received  word  of  her 
husband's  death.  This  is  a  beautifully  writ- 
ten account  of  how,  after  a  trip  home,  she 
went  back  to  work  and  gradually  drew 
solace  from  the  land  and  people.  Her  story 
will  hearten  those  who  have  suffered  a  com- 
parable loss.

My  Samoan  Chief.  APH,  2V. 

This  is  the  unlikely  but  true  story  of  how 
the  author  met  a  handsome,  copper-colored 
Samoan  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  how 
they  fell  in  love,  were  married,  and  have 
lived  happily  ever  since  in  the  South  Seas. 
It  is  entertaining  through  and  through. 

Clausen,  Connie 

I  Love  You,  Honey,  but  the  Season's  Over. 
APH,  3V. 

Circus  life  is  vividly  portrayed  in  this  ac- 
count of  how  the  author,  more  or  less  un- 
intentionally, joined  the  "Biggest  Show  on 
Earth."  Not  being  hopelessly  infatuated,  she 
is  objective  in  describing  the  rigors  of  re- 
hearsal, the  personalities  she  encountered, 
and  the  philosophy  of  the  roustabouts  to 
whom  she  was  drawn,  and  from  whom  she 
picked  up  a  liking  for  uninhibited  language. 

Coffman,  Ramon  P.  &  Goodman,  Nathan  G. 
Famous  Explorers  for  Young  People.  CPH, 
iv. 

Brief  biographies  of  sixteen  famous  ex- 
plorers, including  such  as  Leif  Ericson,  Bal- 
boa, Coronado,  James  Cook,  Lewis  and 
Clark,  Stanley  and  Livingstone.  Two  chap- 
ters deal  with  the  Arctic  and  the  Antarctic. 
For  grades  5-7. 

Commager,  Henry  S.  and  Ward,  Lynd 
America's  Robert  E.  Lee.  CPH,  iv. 


A  stalwart  biography  of  the  frontiersman,  The  story  of  the  great  Confederate  gen- 


cral,  his  childhood,  his  career  at  West  Point, 
and  his  choice  between  the  united  country 
he  served  so  well,  and  the  southern  tradi- 
tions he  loved.  For  grades  6-9. 

Considine,  Robert 

Ripley,  The  Modern  Marco  Polo.  BIA,  2v. 

The  originator  of  the  "Believe  It  or  Not" 
series  had  a  career  which  deserved  the  same 
title.  This  is  a  frank  and  not  uncritical  ac- 
count which  does  not  give  much  information 
on  how  Ripley  acquired  his  material  but 
presents  an  entertaining  picture  of  an  un- 
usual man. 

Daniels,  Jonathan 

Mosby,   Gray    Ghost   of  the   Confederacy. 
APH,  iv. 

The  famous  leader  of  guerrilla  forces  for 
the  South  is  pictured  understandingly,  with 
emphasis  on  his  Civil  War  exploits.  Fidelity 
to  history  detracts  not  at  all  from  the  action 
and  excitement  of  the  book.  For  grades  5-8. 

Davey,  Cyril  J. 

Kagawa  of  Japan.  CPH,  2V. 

A  simple  and  readable  biography  of  the 
great  Japanese  pacifist  who  died  in  i960. 
Enriched  with  quotations  from  Kagawa's 
poems,  it  presents  a  well-rounded  picture  of 
the  dedicated  man  whose  practice  of  Chris- 
tian love  brought  about  many  social  changes 
in  Japan. 

Day-Lewis,  C. 

Buried  Day.  RNIB,  3V. 

A  quiet,  introspective  memoir  by  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  writer  of  mysteries  (under  the 
pseudonym  of  Nicholas  Blake),  born  in  1904. 
It  traces  his  development  from  his  beginnings 
in  a  hothouse  Edwardian  world  to  the  Sec- 
ond World  War. 

Edwards,  Graeme 

Keep  in  Touch.  RNIB,  2V. 

Autobiographical  writing  by  a  young  jour- 
nalist, born  in  Australia,  who  has  succeeded 
in  his  profession  in  spite  of  being  blinded 
at  an  early  age. 

Elliot,  Elisabeth 

Savage  My  Kinsman.  CPH,  iv. 

The  author,  whose  husband  was  murdered 
by  the  savage  Auca  Indians  in  South  Amer- 
ica, tells  a  moving  story  of  how  she  took 
her  small  daughter  and  lived  with  them 
for  nearly  a  year  in  an  effort  to  get  to  know 


them.  The  book  is  a  genuine  contribution 
to  understanding  between  peoples  of  differ- 
ent cultures. 

Gann,  Ernest  K. 

Fate  Is  the  Hunter.  Reader's  Digest  Con- 
densed Books.  APH,  2  pamphlets. 

The  author  of  The  High  and  the  Mighty 
and  other  successful  novels  has  had  three 
careers — as  Broadway  actor  and  then  as  pilot 
before  he  settled  down  to  writing.  This  is 
the  account  of  his  nineteen  years  of  flying, 
told  with  a  novelist's  skill.  He  states  his 
conclusion  that  technical  causes  are  only 
the  instrument  of  a  flying  man's  destiny. 
The  fundamental  originating  force  remains 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  human  mind. 

Hodges,  C.  Walter 

Columbus  Sails.  APH,  2V. 

The  story  of  the  great  discovery  is  told 
by  three  of  the  men  close  to  Columbus.  For 
grades  7-9. 

Holbrook,  Stewart  H. 
Davy  Crockett.  APH,  iv. 

This  colorful  account  of  the  great  hunter 
and  pioneer,  who  was  killed  at  the  Alamo, 
brings  alive  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  and  the  exploits  of  the  intrepid  men 
who  tamed  the  western  wilderness.  For 
grades  4-7. 

Hume,  Ruth  F. 

Florence  Nightingale.  APH,  iv. 

A  stirring  account  of  a  remarkable  woman, 
telling  how  she  overcame  family  opposition 
in  order  to  nurse  the  wounded  in  the  Cri- 
mean War,  and  how  she  established  hospital 
training  for  nurses.  For  grades  5-8. 

Huxley,  Elspeth 

Flame   Trees  of    Thika;  memories  of  an 
African  childhood.  RNIB,  4V.    - 

The  scene  of  this  perceptively  written 
memoir  is  British  East  Africa  in  1913-14, 
where  the  author's  parents  pioneered,  es- 
tablishing a  coffee  farm. 

Irwin,  Margaret 

Great  Lucifer.  RNIB,  4V. 

Not  a  fictionalized  biography  but  "a  por- 
trait of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  and  some  of  his 
contemporaries."  It  is  not  easy  reading,  but 
it  is  vivid,  intuitive,  and  sympathetic,  and 
makes  real  a  bizarre  genius. 


Jenkins,  Elizabeth 

Elizabeth  the  Great.  RNIB,  3V. 

The  author  presents  Elizabeth  I  of  Eng- 
land as  a  woman  rather  than  as  a  queen, 
stressing  her  personality  more  than  the  his- 
torical events  of  her  reign. 

Keller,  George 
Here,  Keller— Train  This.  CPH,  2V. 

The  succinct  note  accompanying  an  un- 
solicited gift  of  a  mountain  lion  was  the 
start  of  George  Keller's  career  as  a  circus 
performer  with  wild  animals.  A  college  art 
professor,  aged  fifty-one,  he  had  no  prepara- 
tion except  in  organizing  circuses  in  his  boy- 
hood, and  many  were  the  mistakes  he  made 
before  he  ended  in  triumph  with  Ringling 
Brothers  Barnum  and  Bailey.  His  books  will 
charm  lovers  of  the  circus  and  animal  acts. 

Lee,  Laurie 

Cider  with  Rosie.  RNIB,  2V. 

Published  in  the  United  States  as  The 
Edge  of  Day,  this  beautifully  evocative  book 
recalls  the  author's  childhood  in  a  Cotswold 
village,  with  its  varied  characters  and  quaint 
customs.  He  tells  also  of  his  joy  in  nature 
and  the  dawning  of  his  poetic  ability. 

Mitford,  Jessica 

Hons  and  Rebels.  RNIB,  3V. 

Published  in  this  country  as  Daughters 
and  Rebels,  this  is  the  autobiography  of  the 
sister  of  Nancy  Mitford,  the  well-known 
writer.  It  is  valuable  for  its  picture  of  life 
in  an  aristocratic  English  household  before 
the  Second  World  War.  Jessica's  elopement, 
her  experiences  in  the  Spanish  Civil  War, 
and  her  subsequent  life  in  America  make 
up  the  second  part  of  this  book. 

Nolan,  Jeannette 
Florence  Nightingale.  CPH,  2v. 

A  readable,  human  account  of  the  founder 
of  modern  nursing.  For  grades  7-9. 

Orwell,  George 

Down    and   Out  in   Paris   and   London. 
RNIB,  sv. 

One  of  the  author's  early  works,  this  first- 
hand account  of  life  below  the  poverty  line 
presents  a  collection  of  queer,  stark  char- 
acters existing  outside  the  limits  of  ordinary 
experience. 

Pace,  Mildred  M. 

Juliette  Low.  CPH,  iv. 


The  life  story  of  a  Southern  belle  who 
had  a  vision  and  the  energy  to  make  it 
come  true.  A  chance  meeting  with  Baden- 
Powell  in  England  gave  Juliette  Low  the 
inspiration  to  found  the  Girl  Scouts  of  Amer- 
ica and  a  passionate  interest  which  occupied 
her  until  her  death  in  1927.  For  grades  6-8. 

Pagnol,  Marcel 

The  Days  Were  Too  Short.  Reader's  Digest 
Condensed  Books.  APH,  iv. 

A  distinguished  French  dramatist  has  writ- 
ten a  captivating  account  of  his  childhood 
fifty  years  ago.  This  excerpt  from  a  rather 
lengthy  book  centers  on  the  country  place 
where  the  family  spent  its  summers.  It  is 
full  of  sunshine  and  happiness  and  should 
appeal  to  a  wide  age  range. 

Pagnol,  Marcel 

The  Time  of  Secrets.  APH,  2V. 

A  gentle,  humorous  memoir,  depicting  a 
boyhood  in  France.  It  proves  to  be  like  boy- 
hood everywhere,  with  the  author's  first  love, 
his  first  fight  with  a  bully,  and  his  dawning 
understanding  of  the  grown-up  world.  The 
background  of  French  countryside  and  a 
French  school  gives  it  individuality.  M.  Pag- 
nol also  wrote  The  Days  Were  Too  Short. 

Roosevelt,  Eleanor 

You  Learn  by  Living.  APH,  2V. 

A  celebrated  woman  tells  what  she  has 
learned  from  living,  illustrating  with  inci- 
dents from  her  own  experience  the  basic 
truths  that  she  considers  most  deeply  im- 
portant. The  impact  of  her  personality  is 
felt  on  every  page,  yet  at  the  same  time 
her  book  is  pervaded  by  the  influence  of 
another  Roosevelt — her  uncle  Theodore. 

Ross,  Lillian 

Portrait  of  Hemingway.  APH,  iv. 

First  published  in  The  New  Yorker  in 
1950,  this  is  a  record  of  Ernest  Hemingway's 
talk  and  actions  for  two  days  in  New  York. 
Without  passing  any  critical  judgment,  it 
conveys  the  kind  of  man  he  was — hard- 
hitting, warm,  and  exuberantly  alive. 

Russell,  Robert 

To  Catch  an  Angel.  APH,  3V. 

If  in  the  beginning  this  reads  much  like 
the  autobiography  of  any  other  blind  man, 
it  soon  becomes  an  outstanding  account. 
The  author,  one  of  those  who  refuse  to  be 
different  from  sighted  people,  even  to  carry 


a  white  cane,  won  his  Ph.D.  in,  English  and 
is  now  a  college  professor.  His  story  is  not 
merely  inspiring;  it  is  absorbingly  interest- 
ing. 

Sandburg,  Carl 
A  be  Lincoln  Grows  Up.  APH,  2V. 

The  story  of  Lincoln's  birth  and  child- 
hood in  Kentucky,  and  the  boy's  activities 
of  many  sorts,  ending  with  his  departure 
for  New  Salem  to  start  life  on  his  own  ac- 
count. As  this  is  practically  a  reprint  of  the 
first  part  of  Lincoln:  the  Prairie  Years,  the 
point  of  view  is  mature.  For  grade  7  and  up. 

Sanford,  Marcelline  H. 

At    the   Hemingways;   a    family    portrait. 
APH,  2V. 

Ernest  Hemingway's  older  sister  writes 
warmly  and  readably  of  life  in  the  "Mid- 
western Victorian  era."  Reminiscent  of 
Cheaper  by  the  Dozen,  the  book  is  a  picture 
of  two  remarkable  parents  and  their  vital 
family  which  has  great  appeal,  regardless 
of  whether  one  admires  Hemingway. 

Stafford,  Marie  P. 

Discoverer  of  the  North  Pole;  the  life  of 
Robert  E.  Peary.  APH,  iv. 

The  exciting  story  of  the  first  expedition 
to  reach  the  North  Pole  (April  6,  1909)  is 
the  high  point  of  this  biography  of  its  leader. 
The  book  is  sympathetic  but  objective  and 
accurate.  For  grades  5-8. 

Sterne,  Emma  G. 

Mary  McLeod  Bethune.  APH,  3V. 

Spanning  the  period  from  Reconstruction 
to  the  present,  this  inspiring  biography  tells 
of  a  Negro  girl,  the  first  in  her  family 
to  be  born  free,  who  became  a  teacher,  the 
founder  of  a  college  for  Negroes,  and  a 
great  humanitarian.  For  grades  7-9. 

Syme,  Ronald 

Columbus,    Finder    of    the    New    World. 
APH,  1  pamphlet. 

The  story  of  a  brave  man  and  his  four 
voyages  of  discovery.  Attractively  written 
and  easy  to  read.  For  grades  4-6. 

Thomas,  Norman  Mattoon 
Great  Dissenters.  HP,  2v. 

In  this  age  of  conformity,  it  is  well  to 
be  reminded  of  some  of  the  great  men  who 
clung  to  their  own  individualistic  opinions, 
heresies  which  are  now  an  accepted  part  of 


modern  thought.  Socrates,  Galileo,  Thomas 
Paine,  Wendell  Phillips  and  Gandhi  are 
the  subjects  of  earnest  discussion  by  the  man 
who  was  the  perennial  Socialist  candidate 
for  President  of  the  United  States. 

Turnbull,  Andrew 

Scott  Fitzgerald.  APH,  5V. 

As  a  boy  the  author  knew  Fitzgerald  well, 
and  this  personal,  anecdotal  account  is  full 
of  compassion  for  the  writer.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  a  first-rate  literary  biography. 

Viscardi,  Henry 

A  Laughter  in  the  Lonely  Night.  CPH,  gv. 

The  author  of  Give  Us  the  Tools  recounts, 
in  their  own  words,  the  life  stories  of  more 
than  a  dozen  handicapped  who  found  new 
hope  through  being  employed  by  Abilities, 
Inc.  The  book  demonstrates  the  need  of  the 
handicapped  to  be  accepted  as  ordinary 
people,  as  well  as  the  invincibility  of  the 
human  spirit.

Carroll,  Thomas  J. 

Blindness:  What  It  Is,  What  It  Does,  and 
How  To  Live  with  It.  APH,  4V. 

Father  Carroll,  founder  and  director  of 
a  Boston  rehabilitation  center  and  national 
chaplain  of  the  Blinded  Veterans  Association, 
has  dedicated  his  life  to  the  cause  of  the 
blind.  This  definitive  volume  deals  with  the 
problem  of  the  blinded  adult  in  terms  of 
his  losses  and  the  restoration  of  his  person- 
ality. The  last  two  sections  consider  the 
special  problems  of  various  groups  and  or- 
ganized work  for  the  blind. 

LOWENFELD,  BERTHOLD 

Our  Blind  Children.  HP,  3V. 

A  handbook  written  primarily  for  the 
parents  of  blind  children,  this  volume  will 
be  of  great  value  to  anyone  dealing  with 
such  children,  as  well  as  to  parents  of  those 
with  sight,  for  its  wise  and  kindly  counsel 
on  aspects  of  child  rearing.

Bosworth,  Allan  R. 

The  Lovely  World  of  Richi-san.  CPH,  3V. 

A  Navy  public  relations  officer  tells  of  his 
six  years  in  Japan  during  and  after  the 
Korean  War  and  particularly  of  the  Japanese 
family  whom  he  came  to  know  intimately 
through  teaching  them  English.  His  account 
is  warm,  appreciative,  and  full  of  good  will, 
but  is  necessarily  restricted  to  the  more  pleas- 
ing and  superficial  aspects  of  Japanese  cul- 
ture. 

Hancock,  Ralph 

Puerto  Rico,  a  Success  Story.  CPH,  3V. 

Based  on  conversations  with  "several  hun- 
dred Puerto  Ricans  on  the  island  and  on 
the  mainland,"  this  is  an  enthusiastic  report 
on  what  the  author  calls  "Operation  Boot- 
strap." Assuming  the  reader  knows  almost 
nothing  about  this  island  on  our  doorstep, 
he  covers  the  historical  background  and  the 
social,  political  and  economic  aspects  of 
present-day  Puerto  Rico.
